Mazza met with some 
neighbours to the inter¬ 
section, the Town's traffic 
specialist, Marci Weston, 
and Doug Kerr, the direc¬ 
tor of public works, to see 
what could be done to 
make it safer. 

The 2012 road safety 
report, prepared by a con¬ 
sultant for the town, said 
red flashing beacons had 
been added to the stop 
signs at Line 3, and the 
impact of the lights should 
be monitored - but there 
were no flashing lights on 
the stop signs, and one 
resident asked why not. 

That was an error on the 
part of the consultant, 
who confused the inter¬ 
section with the one at 
Concession 2 and Line 8, 
where flashing lights have 
been added, said 
Mclnnis. 

Most of the recommen¬ 
dations in the report were 
implemented at 

Concession 2 and Line 3, 
including the replace¬ 
ment of a Stop Ahead 
warning sign and the 
advance intersection 


warnings, installation of 
tiger tails on stop signs 
and a review and installa¬ 
tion of posted speed lim- 

The street name signs 
and stop signs were also 
oversized. 

Town staff requested 
reports on the three colli¬ 
sions from the NRP before 
they met with residents, 
but is still waiting to hear 
back, said Weston. 

Since then, lines have 
been repainted on the 
road to mark the intersec¬ 
tion, some of which were 
faded or removed by road 
maintenance, said 
Weston. 

This was done as part of 
the town’s routine fall line 
painting, although the 
intersection was identi¬ 
fied as a priority and was 
amongst the first to be 
completed, said Weston. 

Trees were trimmed to 
improve sightlines the day 
after the meeting with 
residents as a result of 
comments made at that 
meeting, she said. 

The Stop Ahead and 


Cross Traffic Does Not 
Stop signs will be sepa¬ 
rated onto individual 
posts for greater impact, 
she said. 

Further remedial steps 
will be taken as appropri¬ 
ate once the collision 
reports are received, and 
may include the installa¬ 
tion of flashing beacons, 
she said. 

The 2012 road safety 
report cited collisions at 
intersections occurring 
because drivers either fail 
to stop or stop but then 
proceed even though 
there is another vehicle 
approaching, likely 
because their minds 
haven't registered what 
they've seen, or how fast 
the vehicle coming toward 
them is travelling. 

Although the study 
didn’t look at whether the 
majority of collisions 
involved locals or visitors, 
distraction because of 
way-finding was also cited 
as a possible cause - hence 
the recommendation for 
oversized street name and 
stop signs.

But residents were con¬ 
cerned about their own 
safety, and asking the 
town if there was anything 
more that could be done. 

The three collisions 
occurred between Aug. 15 
and 28, Cont. Gina Allen 
of the Niagara Regional 
Police confirmed to the 
Advance. 

None involved serious 
injuries, just vehicle dam¬ 
age, and all occurred 
because a driver either 
entered the intersection 
without stopping on Line 
3, stopped but proceeded 
before the way was clear, 
or in one case, said she 
didn’t see the stop sign. 

After being contacted 
by residents about their 
concerns, Coun. Martin 
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Councillors opposed to sale of Hydro One

The Town of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake didn’t want 
to sell its own distribu¬ 
tion company to Hydro 
One, and it doesn’t want 
Hydro One sold by the 
province. 

NOTL town council¬ 
lors are supporting a 
request from MPP 
Wayne Gates to oppose 
the province’s plan to 
sell Hydro One. 

Gates asked council¬ 
lors in July to object to 
the sale of the public 
utility to private inves¬ 
tors, saying Premier 
Kathleen Wynne is 
engaged in “a bitter bat¬ 
tle" to sell shares of the 
Hydro One to fund 
infrastructure projects 
around the province - a 
decision he said most 
Ontario residents do not 
support. 


“The premier may 
make money for a one¬ 
time sale, but the reve¬ 
nue will be gone forev¬ 
er," said Gates. 

Hydro One provides 
about $500 million a 
year for the province to 
spend on infrastructure, 
health care and educa¬ 
tion, and it makes no 
sense to give up that 
revenue, he said. 

A resolution passed 
last week by town coun¬ 
cillors said local control 
and decision-making 
regarding public utili¬ 
ties is important to local 
residents. 

NOTL joins Niagara 
Falls and Fort Erie in 
Gates’ riding, as well as 
more than 150 commu¬ 
nities across Ontario 
and 80 per cent of the 
residents of the prov¬ 
ince in opposing the 
sale, said Gates. 

The motion made last 


week by Coun. Jamie 
ICing said transmission 
rates managed locally 
over the past 10 years 
have increased at about 
the rate of inflation, 
while Hydro One distri¬ 
bution rates have con¬ 
sistently exceeded the 
rate of inflation, and 
have been higher 
throughout the province 
than those of local dis¬ 
tribution companies. 

The motion calls on 
the sale to be stopped in 
its current form, and 
Hydro One separated 
into transmission and 
distribution companies. 

If it is to be sold, it 
should only be as part 
of a broader plan to 
improve rates and keep 
proceeds within the 
electricity sector, said 
the motion, and should 
respect local decision¬ 
making powers of local 
distribution companies. 


Gates said privatiza¬ 
tion will result in higher 
prices for electricity and 
impact businesses such 
as manufacturing, and 
the tourism industry. 
He said young families 
and seniors will also 
suffer due to the 
increased costs.

“We can’t make tax¬ 
payers pay for these 
errors,” said Gates, refer¬ 
ring to provincial spend¬ 
ing and debt load. “I 
don’t think there is an 
issue more important 
today.”

tioning the sale in the 
legislature, he says. 

“Selling Hydro One is 
the wrong thing to do, 
and I believe they (the

The first public shares 
of Hydro One are 
expected to go on sale 
next spring, barring a 
change in plans by the 
Liberals.

"I don’t think Saudi Arabia is a voice 
for stability at all. We would definitely 

this draconian behaviour that they’re 
engaged in.” NDP candidate Carolynn 
Ioannoni said sanctions “definitely 
need to be imposed” on Saudi Arabia. 

Liberal candidate Ron Planche said 
civil rights are of "fundamental impor¬ 
tance” and that Canada needs to 
“rethink” its foreign policy, including 
"how we treat countries that do abuse 
civil rights.” 

But only Green candidate Steven 
Soos directly answered whether their 
respective parties would cancel the 
contract with Saudi Arabia. 

"We would cancel the arms deal,” 
said Soos. ”We think that is a bad idea 
because it instills violence, and we 
want to be a peacekeeping nation.” 

Ioannoni and Planche both said they 
were not sure if their leaders, given the 
opportunity, would cancel the con- 

claim to have a good record speaking 


out against human-rights violations 
around the world, their own Bill C-51 
infringes on Canadians’ human rights, 
in the guise of fighting terror. 

Planche said the Conservatives’ 
approach of “bombing people from 
50,000 feet in the air” will not solve the 
problem in the Middle East. 

Canada should be more engaged in 
peacemaking, rather than being an 
aggressor, he said. 

Nicholson said Canada has a record 
of standing up "against oppressors. 

“We are standing up to terrorism,” he

Time to think about protecting roses from winter wind and cold

My daughter changed a 
lot of the plants in the front, 
replacing a lot of them with 
hostas and other perennials 
with colourful leaves, which 
means there has been non- 



So take a look around and 
you can be ahead for next 
spring. 

Yes, it is time to get into 
all the planning. Remember 
you can layer your bulbs - 
later ones on the bottom, 
early ones on top. If you're 
having a hard time finding 
superphosphate to boost 
and protect your bulbs, your 
best bet is to hop on the 
internet. 

Several people have 


been neglected and there 
are long, whip like branches 
- you need to cut them off. 
But, generally you should 

four feet high and tie them 
together with string before 

back any farther than that 
until they're dormant - you 
have a pretty wide window 


for this anytime starting in 
January through April. 

Roses really need to be 
protected from the wind and 

early to mid-fall, when the 
nights are getting regularly 
frosty, mound several spade¬ 
fuls of soil over the base of 
the plant, extending the soil 
up at least a foot above the 


mulch, straw or compost. 

Keep in mind even as the 
days and nights get cooler 
everything still needs to be 
watered. 

New shrubs or perennials 
you have planted or are 
planning on planting need 
to have their roots protected 
over the winter - so when 
you're mulching your beds, 
make sure new plants and 
shrubs get an extra helping.

Festival, which will use 
music to celebrate and 
share the stories of the free¬ 
dom-seekers who came to 
Canada via the 
Underground Railroad. 

“It’s extremely unfortu¬ 
nate that Joe Sealy will not 
be able to headline the 
Friday evening concert,” 
said Mori, wishing him a 
speedy recovery. 

Gordon, she added, "will 
be an outstanding addition 
to the North Star Festival.” 

The three-day event Oct.
